MONTAUK. N.y. (AP) - 
The shark-hunters aboard the 
charter boat Ebb Tide on 
Friday night have a fish tale 
to tell—about one-half day's 
flfbt for a great white shark, 
whose dimensions grew as 
the day wore on. And at the 
end it gufl away. 

‘The fish won fair and 
square." Captain John Swee¬ 
twater of the Ebb Tide, ra¬ 
dioed to the Montauk marine 
basin Friday night after, he 
said, his aO-foot wooden boat 
was dragged for almost 14 
hours by a shark. 

During the long day. the 
fish had been described as 
being from six to 13 metres 
long and weighing from 2.000 
to 8,000 pounds. 

Sweetwater said his ton 
Jimmy sunk a harpoon Into 
"a very, very big white" at 
about 7 a.m. 

The end came when the big 
fish, which had surfaced only 
twice during the fight, 
snapped a 1.630-pound lest 
line attached to the harpoon. 

The fish got away, Swee¬ 
twater said, when the boat 
was 48 kilometres south of 
Montauk Point at the eastern 
tip of Long Island, about 10 
kilometres from where the 
fish was first sighted, and the 
men on board were man- 
ouevring the boat to the fish 
could be killed.

Meanwhile, VIA Rail—a 
federal creation of recent 
times—has gradually been 
taking over responsibility for 
all rail passenger service in 
the country. 

The responsibility for rates 
went into effect with the June 
13 changes elsewhere. 

Cooler says CP, unlike CN, 
has yet to relinquish all its 
operations to VIA.

Federal officials 
among victims 
in plane crash 

ST. JOHN'S. Nfld. (CP) — Most of the 10 people 
killed Friday In the crash of an aircraft near the St. 
John's airport were members of the Historic Sites and 
Monuments Board of Canada, the transport ministry 
in Ottawa said Friday. 

Their chartered twin-engine Beech 80 aircraft 
was flying to St. Anthony. Nfld.. where the board 
members were to participate in a ceremony at L'Anse 
aux Meadows, believed to be the site of the first 
Viking settlement in North America. A historical 
plaque had been unveiled at the village of Torbay, 
near the St. John's airport. Thursday night. 

A board official in Ottawa said 17 board members 
and some associates were flying to SI. .Al^uny 
Friday in three different aircraft. 

The Beech HO aircraft, with eight passengers and 
two crew members aboard, came down on a heavily 
wooded hill about eight kilometres northwest of (he 
St. John's airport shortly after takeoff Friday 

RCMP said names of the vicllms and further 
details would be released this morning. 

Northern Affairs Minister Hugh Faulkner, whose 
department has jurisdiction over the board, ex¬ 
pressed "deepest sorrow” over the crash In a 
statement from lamdon, England, where he K visit 
ing. 

Earlier, den.se fug delayed RCMP from reaching 
the scene of the crash by helicopter. 

When they arrived they found wreckage and 
bodies strewn over a wide area in the heavy timber. 

Transport ministry officials from Moncton im¬ 
mediately began an investigation. 


Tough parole 
starts July 1 

OTTAWA (CP) — Canadian prisoners will become 
eligible (or early release from penitentiary only through 
hard work and good behavior, beginning July 1. 

Prisoners will no longer be automatically credited with 
one-quarter of their sentence, but will have to earn all 
remission. Solicitor-General Jean-Jacque.s Blais announced 
Friday. 

The new Prisons and Reformatories Act has been pro¬ 
claimed and will become law July 1. Blais said in a news 
release. The act was adopted by Parllamool last summer 

Under the new earned remission system, prisoners must 
earn all credits towards early release on parole. An idenll 
cal system will be Instituted in provincial reformatories 

Prisoners will earn 15 days for every month served 
"during which they apply themselves industriously, " the 
news release said. 

They can earn a maximum credit of one-third of their 
sentence, and will forfeit the credit irrevocably for miscon¬ 
duct. 

"With the best possible conduct and iiylustriousness. an 
inmate could be released after serving about two-thirds of 
hisaentence," Blais said. 

The old law required that prisoners automatically be 
credited with one-quarter of their sentence Those who 
received this credit will keep It under the new system, but it 
can be forfeited for misconduct.

to the use of 2.4-D in the 
Okanagan lakes.

McCarthy said he had also 
discovered that branch offi¬

ing more on their own judg¬ 
ment thin the regulations or 
branch policy." 

He said the licensing sys¬ 
tem wis abused "by persons 
of questionsbl* in^grity, 
thereby leivingtt spen tn the 
unquiised to exploit one of 
the province's most valuable 
natunl resources.” 

As a final rebuke McCarthy 
said: “Public cenfldeoce In 
branch is diminlahed because 
branch members are insensi- 
live to the pobHe relations 
role they, of aeeeasity, mual 
play ... the public looks at 
the form of things as well as 
lo the substance. Appearance 
is as important as reality.” 

Bawlf said the disciplinary 
action obviously required 
would be taken imme^tely 
and that further action may 
follow a detailed reading of 
’the commission report.

MEMBEB8 OF PARLIAMENT wint to havt a 
film made explaining what they are doing In the 
Commons. The reason for this Is that Canadians 
have been expressing considerable amazement 
and disgust at the circus atmosphere In the 
House. 

It is natural that with Important bread- 
and-butter issues on their minds — like the 
shrinking dollar and the shrivelled job market ~ 
paopio should tond, upon watching parliamen¬ 
tary an^ on TV, to fe^ that elected representa¬ 
tives are fiddling while citizens bum. 

When lelovisioa coverage of Commons de¬ 
bates began in October of last year, there was 
hope expressed that the raucous MPs would 
clean up their act. At that time. New Democratic 
Leader Ed Broadbont said bo believed the pres¬ 
ence of television cameras would have a sober¬ 
ing effect on the Commons. But the desk-thump¬ 
ing. cat-calling, heckling and the hurling of 
partisan barbs continues, regardless of the grav¬ 
ity of the discussion. 

Debate on the Canadian dollar was a perfect 
example. Viewers saw Opposition Leader Joe 
Clark attempting a serious dialogue on the eco¬ 
nomic crisis. In the face of not merely Inadeqate 
and Irresponsible responses from the prime min¬ 
ister and the finance minister, but a chorus of 
barbaric hoots from across the chamber. How 
could those watching be anything bat disgusted? 

If MPs want a film to explain house rules to 
viewers of the the Commons debates, that's fine. 
But there can be no explaining the lack of 
decorum. Government today costs Canadians 
too much for them to appreciate the comic 
aspects of Commons buffoonery. 

Getting mavericks 
off the trails 

MOTORCYCLES are noisy and fast, parks are 
quiet and still. The two do not mix — and should 
be kept apart. But It is taking time for that 
obvious truth to be translated to fact In Greater 
Victorta. 

Too bad that a venerable and respon¬ 
sible organization, the Victoria Motorcycle Club, 
has emerged as the target recently. Suburban 
growth and a handful of Irresponsible motor- 
bikers are the real sources of friction. 

The club, which has been conducting an 
annual hillclimb in Mount Douglas Park since 
Mlt as well as motorbike races in Beaver Lake 
Park in recent years, has a well-deserved repu¬ 
tation for running its events efficiently. Trouble 
comes later. 

Now the club has just won permission to hold 
Its Mount Douglas hillclimb yet again. But the 
Victoria and Saanich parks committee, In re¬ 
versing an earlier decision, failed miserably to 
Mte the bullet on this issue and tell the club in 
future it must find another place. A motion to 
that effect had no seconder. Instead the commit¬ 
tee, which barely mustered a quorum, simply 
called upon the club to look for another she. 
Absent were city aldermen Ron McKenzie, 
Robin Blencoe and John Hayes. In all Itkilbood 
we are going to have to go through this Mme 
hassle ahout a yoar from now. 

Over In Beaver Lake Park, the sltuatten Is 
much the same. Saanich council lost year re¬ 
commended no more motorbike races when it 
turned the park over the the regional board. 
What happed? The club was allowed two more 
race days this year while being told by the 
beard's parks committee to look for another 
site. This committee too should have spelled it 
out in unmistakable language. Ounces are the 
motorcycle club will be back to the region again 
next March, asking for one more turn. 

The basic problem Is that both Mount Doug¬ 
las and Elk-Baaver Lake parks are getting 
Increasingly heavy use from the growing^resi- 
dentlal. population surrounding them. And who 
do theae bikers, horse riders, dog walkers, stroll¬ 
ers and picniefceTS encounter on the park trails? 
A handful of ahowoff motorbike riders Who ig¬ 
nore the ban on trail vebicles and carve up the 
turf in a noisy fashion while turning the air blue 
with their exbaost. They are particularly preva¬ 
lent In the weeks foUtming motorcycle events 
held la the parks. Mobile as they are, they 
present a lough, perhaps an impossible problem 
to police. 

The hope is that an end to all motorcycle 
events in any parks will no longer tempt these 
mavericks to brqsk the law.

LONDON - Witching 
Egypt's President Anwar 
Sadat these past II months 
hat been like viewing a slow 
motion film of a supreme op¬ 
timist being hanged. As he 
disappears down the trap 
door, ydti can practically see 
hit foctlle mind sUU trying 
out ooe srhenw after another 
for histanl levitation. 

There have been quite a 
number of Ibeoe tebernes by 
now, and H mutt bo admitted 
that they havt at least slowad 
Us rale of descent. By far the 
most tuccetifttl was the un 
war, which Egyptians were 
penaeded would bring both 
pence and piaoty in its wake. 
It brought aeither. of course, 
but the euphorii Istted for a 
good two years. 

The living standards of tbe 
average Egyptian city- 
dweller, once comparable to 
thoae of Mexico City or latan- 
bul. are falling steadily to¬ 
wards those of Calcutta. 
What makes H worse is the 
humiliating fact that Enpi 
had been the richest oi all 
Arab countries M years ago, 
and it now almost the 
poorest, and tbe dangerous 
fact that a minority It getting 
richer as tbe misses get yet 
poorer. 

Societies that have been 
sunk In the deepest abyss of 
abject poverty for genera¬ 
tions- are potitically letiisr 
glc. but thwe newly descend- 
Ing Into the ibyss are 
powder-kegs. The sound of 
the mobs that rampaged 
through Cairo In bread riols 
in January 1P77. burning the 
clubs of the rich, was the 
sound of the trap-door being 
apruag beneath Sadat's feel. 



Since then be bos been foil¬ 
ing through the air in slow 
motion, and spewing forth 
one magical incantation alter 
another hi an attempt to save 
himself. The riots were 
blamed on local Communists 
and “outaldr agitators" (i.r. 
Russians), and a referendum 
calling for strict new law and 
order i iie asuivs received — 
M the government said — a 
M.42 per cent yes vote. 

This was rapidly followed 
by a new taw legalising oppo¬ 
sition parties and elections 
to a new Parliament (in 
which, huwevtr. Sadat'a rul¬ 
ing party hold 8S per cent of 
the seats). Then a brief bor¬ 
der war waa staged with 
Libya, to unify the Egyptian 
population aod give tbe m- 
llve armed forces a new pur¬ 
pose In life. Finally, in No¬ 
vember, came Sadat's 
dramatic visit to Israel. 

Sadat's peace Initiative 
was the desperate gamble of 
a man who was rapidly run. 
ning out of options. If it could 
Jar tbe peace process back 
into motion, by winning over 
American public opinion and 
thus bringing Irresistible 
pressure on Israel for conces¬ 
sions. perhaps he could still 



^get the peace, and afterwards 
tho prosperity, that he had 
promised his disaffected 
puliation for so long. 

But none of the real ebsta- 
cles that had thwarted a 
peace aelllement in tbe MM- 
die East were changed, of 
course, and the initiative 
swiftly ran aground on the 
sharp rocks of reality. Tbe 
outside powers which so fer- 
vently want Sadat to survive 
have done what they can to 
help—Saudi Arabia sent still 
more money and the U.S. 
came up with some token 
fighter planes — but tbe In¬ 
ternal unrest in Egypt grows 
daily more acute. 

Sadat's latest batch of sur¬ 
prise measures shows bow 
grave the situation, has be¬ 
come. Le.s.s than a year after 
creating a facade of multi¬ 
party democracy, be has 
abruptly tom it down again. 
Last month he staged a snap 
referentum, the effect of 
which was to ban most oppo¬ 
sition politicians from pub¬ 
lic life and to muzzle all press 
criticism of the regime. 

He won the referendum 
with a modest W per cent yes 
vote, and thq new low per¬ 
mitting him to stifle all oppo¬ 
sition was pushed through 
Parliament In just seven 
hours on June I. New laws 
will not nil empty bellies, 
however, nor will they win 
back the Increasingly embll 
irred officer corps of the 
armed forces. 

Sadat Is an honest man who 
genuinely wants peace, and a 
competent aod lucky politi¬ 
cian — he has lasted almost 
right years in the presidency, 
when most observers Initially 
doubted he would survive 
even eight months. He clear¬ 
ly still believes that some¬ 
thing will tom up to save him. 
or at least wta more time 

The next rabbit Sadat 
hopti to pull out of the hat. 
according to well-founded 
Cairo rumon, is to win the 
Nobel Peeee Prize hi Octo¬ 
ber. Even aa the noose begins 
to tighten around hit neck, he 
can be heard muttering “ao 
far, so good”, tad denying 
strenuously that he will ever 
hit tbe ead of the rope. But he 
probably will — and aeon 



with the witbet of lu own po o pit — or. 
perhaps mtfre precitaly. In tccordaoct 
with IM dagrec of timidity or courage, 
geocroelty or 111 will posaeeiod by pro¬ 
vincial pollticlaat. 

As lor provincltl Influonct on 
Supreme Court appolntmenls. does It 
matter? A judge doesn't represent re¬ 
gional inlereata: he is not a pollUclan 
He repreeenta and Interprets (he law. 
Once he stops malting that his sole 
concern, once he it no longer blind to 
extraneous considerttlons, once he 
deems It his (unction to enhance the 
power of the pnlltlcint who appoliited 


him, ho knows he Is no longer an tccopl- 
ible judge. 

For uio rest, a ranewtd constitution 
would alter the power rtlatleniUpe be¬ 
tween the federal and provincial gov 
rmments. If tiity cao over gel a com- 
plale consensua on ivbal titoec powers 
shouid be. Again, deep conflicts would 
have to be reconciled baforo ogroemmi 
could be roachod. Provinces with slim 
resources want tbe federal government 
to have more power end more re- 
sources, which can then be shared with 
them. Provinces with rich resources 
warn more power lor ihemtclves. so 
that they aro required to do less sharing 
through tho ceotril government. 

That conflict It at tbe heart of the 
Canaditn malaise: the problem of shar 
Ing In a community thinly spread ecross 
l.ON miles. A second conflict U> be 
lacklad Is tbe insistence of many Eng 
lith-speaking Canediant that the only 
way to solve the linguege problem is 
through assimilation, and the determi¬ 
nation of the French-language commu¬ 
nity Ui resist atslmilitioo. 

A renewed constitution would hr 
helpful as a guldeposl. Bul In the end. 
the solutions will lie in the hearts of 
Canadians, not in any written docu- 


In Vietnam, an ugly quarrel 
within a circle of mistrust 


SINGAPORE — As refu 
gees fleeing to China from 
Iniquitous ‘ostracism and 
persecution'' In Vietnam pas.s 
the. IW.OOO mark, each of the 
Coinmunlit countries is ic- 
cutlng Ike ether of tree 
rhenmsiy conspiring to mKlr- 
clo It. 

This cops til the lessor con- 
tradicUons in the bewildering 
"fraternal'’ feud between 
Peking end Hanoi, and points 
to ominous strageric impli¬ 
cations (hat draw in the So¬ 
viet Union. Japan and the 
United Stales. 

With two closed societies 
turning their hostile propa¬ 
ganda against each other, 
truth la hard to hear. 

The Chinese charge the 
Vielitmese with “Moody 
elrocitles” which Include 
brutally dispossessing Chi¬ 
nese residents in North Viet¬ 
nam and thrusting them 
wllly-nlUy across the frontier 
In order to "clear the border 
iree." 

According U> Vietnamese 
sources, however, “clearing 
the border irea” meens pre¬ 
venting ‘'pro-Chlnese" ethnic 
minorities from conniving at 
the cheap sale to China of 
precious natural resources. 

The Chinese huist that In 
the south thetr “kinsmen", 
mast of them poor "laboring 
people”, have been stripped 
of their means of livelihood, 
denied thetr due ratians. tad 
subjected to vicious discrimi. 
ntlory acts. 

The Vietnamese piously 
deny these ellegetions. pro- 
fosling that Chinese residmts 
enjoy the same treatment as 
ViMnemese. but adding that 
muchneeded crash soclaliza- 
ton measures have inciden¬ 
tally and rightly hit middlr- 
class Chinese merchants. 

During the past few months 
the Vietnamese government 
has attacked the couitry's 
mounting economic miseries 
through sweeping reforms. U 
has unified the currencies of 
North and South, virtually 
freezing all existing savings 
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in the banks and allowing 
rack adult only $S0 In the new 
money. 

It has alto launched a drive 
to wipe out “capitalist- 
trade", closing down Chinese 
end other buslnestet over¬ 
night, seizing stocks and 
of^ packing me owners off 
to pioneer firms la grim 
"new economic zones" In the 
countryside. 

Many observers neverthe¬ 
less believe that during all 
this ostensibly impartial 
socio-economic surgery, the 
VIemamese have taken every 
opportunity to revenge tiiem- 
srivea on the Chinese for the 
support Peking accords 
Cambodli in her sporadic 
border war with Vietnam. 

The Vietnamese point out 
that although leaders In Pek¬ 
ing fulminate igalnst the 
treatment and trinsplama- 
tion of Chinese In ViMam, 
they have greeted the grisly 
news from Cambodfo, where 
"hundreds of thousands of 
Chinese have been merciless¬ 
ly persecuted and mas¬ 
sacred”, with in Ignobfo si¬ 
lence. Hanot nccuses the 
Chinese of deliberately pro¬ 
voking jbe Khmers Into it- 
taokliu across the border as 
part of a plot to encircle Viel-

This appears to leave the 
Russians laughing up their 
sleeves. But the ever-dis 
trustful Vietnamese do not 
with to have to rely more 
heavily on the Soviet Union, 
and Ideally the Cbinese would 
like to line Hanoi up with 
Peking against Moscow. 

The Communist-controlled 
Chinese press In Hong Kong 
claima that as ■ condition for 
receiving adequate Soviet 
aid, the Vtetnamese have let 
tbe Russians set up a niided 
missile base in North Viet¬ 
nam directed against Chine, 
and that tbe Soviet Navy has 
taken over the port of Hai¬ 
phong and the former U.S. 
navel ba^ at Camranh Bay. 
which (according U) Chlne.se 
rpfugtes) is full of Soviet 
ships. 

High-ranking officials in 
Peking have accused a mls- 
cblef-maktng Moscow nf 
eogloeerlng the controversial 
flight of the Chinese from 
Vietnam. It Is at part of this 
vicious circle of mistrust that 
the apparently pointless 
''family quarrel" between 
Peking and Hanoi must be 
seen.

But many dis 
igreo with the rules that have allowed the rrmovil of 
cert where the prime objoetivr eppeertd to be the 
enrichment of the towing compahy and not the come 
nienct of tlie public. 

Both motorists and the towing company should be 
iMe to live with the changes. They require the owner of a 
private parking lot to make separate, specific requests 
for removal, rather than being able to issue a blanket 
hunting licence to tbe tawing company.

Does the govern¬ 
ment use provisions for public Input or even let the public 
know what Is going on until after the commitments have 
bean qaade? The answer to these questions Is no. 

It Is no In the Akamlna ares bordering Walerton-Olacier 
Park, where the studies of recreational and wildlife 
values are secret and the decision has been made to allow 
logging and oil exploration. 

It Is no In the West Coast Trail-NItInat Triangle area, 
where the provincial government has bean dgagglng on 
secret negotiations for years, knowing that each dels) 
hikes the price and thus makes park status less likely.(Note 
here that we may end up spending tM million to “buy back" 
land that It already ours!) 

The answer It alto no In the spectacular southern 
Moresby area, which you noted In your editorial is 
often referred to as the “Canadian Galajiagot” because 
of the tremendous variety of natural assets preserved 
there. The ELUC study you refer to Is secret. ELDC will 
make a decision for us, and we will have no access to the 


information used to make that decision. 

Being the proud possessor of one of the rare public 
copies of the new forest act, I note in section » of the bill 
that new, tree faqm licences will be Issued to repisce e\ 
Istlng ones (such as the one Rsyonler Lumber Co. holds 
In the southern Moresby.) with ae consideration fur 
other possible values of (he land and ns mechanism fur 
public Input. 

I also have a Socred campaign brochure from the last 
election la which the present premier promises quick ac 
lion. If elected, on legislation to Increase government re- 
sponslve n ae s to areas of public concern by providing fur 
citizen Initiative by petition. Any “quick action" on this 
three-year-old promise for more open government is. 
like most everything else, a well-kept secret. 

All of these things will stay secret, Mr. Editor, as long as 
people follow your sdvica to remain silent until after deci¬ 
sions have been made.

Proposed energy audit 
is first half-step for man 


Congratulations on your 
article June U, Energy 
audit on its way in account¬ 
ing. 

It may be the first half-st^ 
for mankind in recognizing 
the failure of our economic 
social system, the price sys¬ 
tem. to meet the functional 
control so necessary In a high 
energy industrial society. 

The Irony of the proposed 
energy accounting Is that It 
has taken (S years before any 
participants In the economic 
sector recognized the validity 
of energy accounting, al¬ 
though 98 per cent of our 
goods and services are made 
available through the degra¬ 
dation of extraneous energy. 

Howard Scott, chief engi¬ 
neer of the Technical Alli¬ 
ance. developed the system 
to calculate energy dom¬ 
inants and forecast the most 
probable results if commod¬ 
ity evaluation, expressed in 


money, continued as a deter¬ 
rent to the distribution of the 
abundance prednead by the 
industrial sector. To over¬ 
come those most undesirable 
results, which have plagued 
society for (he last fS years. 
Technocracy's Social Design 
for the (Unctioaal operation 
of North America was de¬ 
signed to maintain a ba¬ 
lanced energy demand by 
costing the production and 
distribution of goods and ser¬ 
vices In units of energy and 
pricing personal require¬ 
ments likewise. 

To accommodate this func- 
tioual system the total energy 
available for a two-year 
period Is determined. Prom 
this quantum the total energy 
required to operate and 
maintain the social, product¬ 
ive and distributive system Is 
subtracted. The remainder 
divided by the population de¬ 
termines the energy per capi¬ 


ta available for the purchase 
of personal requirements for 
two years. This credit would 
be Issued fai energy certifi¬ 
cate form and the certKIcate 
would be degraded by the 
amount of energy spent at 
any one time and tlw daily 
salaa reporting to the manu- 
factnrers would gear produc¬ 
tion to consumption. 

Service (unction would be 
required after school sge of 
28 at four hours a day for 171 
days a year until sge 48 snd 
retirement would not reduce 
the energy allotment. In 
today's economy the equiva¬ 
lent in money would be over 
$100 a day for life. 

Just maybe the second 
half-step will be North 
America's evaluation and ac¬ 
ceptance of the social design. 
Energy and resource dele¬ 
tion will result in a change or 
chaos.

Regarding the constitution¬ 
al reforms proposed by Mr. 
Trudeau. Mr. l,aloiMle, min¬ 
ister (or federal-provincial 
relations, explains that con¬ 
federation is bn alliance of 
sovereign states while fed¬ 
eration la a union of states or 
provinces that share political 
power. 

Wheiqjbe British assumed 
the gqeqrnment p( New 
Francq after the battle the 
Roman Catholic French were 
deprived of their civil rights 
because at that time no 
Roman Catholic In Britain 
had any civil lights. Seeing 
the Injustice of this the Brit¬ 
ish enacted the (Juebec Act of 
1774 restoring the civil rights. 

When the British North 
America Act of 1867 granted 
self government to the colon¬ 


ies the confederate forms of 
government was adopted 
whereby the new nrovinces 
retained their cfvh rights, 
and hence their sovereignty. 
Quebec would not entar a fod- 
eration in which dvll rights 
were surrendered. All at¬ 
tempts to adopt a (odoral 
form of constitutioi have 
foundered over this issue. 

Mr. Lalonda Is quite wrong 
in saying that the BNA Act 
really impoaed a federal 
form of government because 
(hat woijM require the sur¬ 
render of all powers with 
some being returned at the 
wish of the federal govern¬ 
ment. The Canadian form of 
government is a confedera¬ 
tion of sovereign provinces.

An open letter to Rt. Hon. James Niel¬ 
son. Rt. Hon. Don Phillips, ministers of the 
environment and economic development. 

Gentlemen: 

Having read the report of your Social 
Credit fund-raising dinner, which took place 
at the Village Green Inn, Duncan. May 31,1 
am abhorr^ by your attitudes toward con¬ 
cerned citizens (environmentalists — as you 
so wish to call them) the majority of whom 
are simply concerned, not as you infer “re¬ 
tired, independently wealthy or on the public 
payroll.”

It seems to me that It is always 
the same few pressure people whose names 
appear at various promotional meetings 
wbet^r it be the chamber of commerce 
action committee, city councils of this val¬ 
ley. or region board representatives, and 
b^ve It or not, even on (he task force! Not 
excluding yourselves of course! 

You also advised your business commu¬ 
nity not to be afraid to stand up and be 
counted. That, gentlemea. Is exactly what 
we, ttie ordinary citizens, are doing. Stand¬ 
ing up and not being afraid to be counted. 

How can you, Mr. Phillips, make a state¬ 
ment such as: “I have no doubt when the 


results of the task force are known we 
will be able to accommodate a couple of 
Industries In the Cowichan estuary." Mr. 
Phillips, what gives you the right to advo¬ 
cate increased Industry in the estuary, be¬ 
fore the (ask force completes It study and 
reveals its decision? Could it be that the 
Information we get that pressure la being 
put on the task force to 'come up' with 
the so-called correct results. Is true? 

Why this Insatiable push for the Cowl- 
chan estuary? Surely industry can be ac¬ 
commodated In some of the various alter¬ 
nate areas already suggested to you by 
various government study groups at the 
same time protecting the river and estuary 
while promoting the much deeded employ¬ 
ment opportunities in both the industrial and 
recreational fields. 

Unfortunately, if one cannot turn to the 
minister of the environment and minister of 
economic developinent, or even worse our 
own Premier Bennett, who according to 
you, Mr. Nielson, suggested that “it's time 
to tell the people who are negative that 
(bey have a place In society — at the end of 
the line,” whaL hope la there for this or 
any other “about to be destroyed area?"

The official leaching on the

tity, a God-idven endowment, 
and it Is the obligatton of the 
state to protect this identity 
from any contamination by 
other volke within the land. 

Liberal values are seen at 
threatening because of tbeir 
stress on equalM and on the 
worth of the Inolvldutl that 
leads Inevitably to oue-per- 
one voting, seen In South 
Africa at the dictatorship of 
the masses. 

la South Africa, tbe volk is 
a unity of people with an in¬ 
herent self-understanding, 
fused together I 9 history and 
religion. Their cohesion Is un¬ 
derstood in terms of common 
heritage, family bonds, lan¬ 
guage, culture, shared values 
and norms, a common life 
and world view. 

In the light of such think¬ 
ing, It is not difficult to un¬ 
derstand how the apartheid 
system has come Into being. 

The Bantustan policy, 
through which each race it to 
have its own homeland. Is, to 
South African whites, the ul¬ 
timate logical step toward 
fulfilment of their group 
identity concept.

Both Recreation Minister 
Sam Bawlf and Provincial 
Secretary Grace McCarthy 
have made separate propos¬ 
als offering St least one-third 
of the cost of a convention 
centre for Vancouver which 
couM cost in the order of 2100 
million. Mika said. 

"This Is a pretty substan¬ 
tial commitment by the gov¬ 
ernment for a convention 
centre which would simply 
knock our chances of having 
a worthwhile centre doem to 
zilch.” 

After making bis proposal 
to the city of Vancouver, 
Mika said, Bawlf had gone to 
the region with a proposal for 
an arts festival and conven¬ 
tion centre but without any 
definite financial support. 

“I think it it obvious that 
we cannot have two major 
convention centres cornic¬ 
ing with each other nritfain 
this very short distance.” 

Victoria AM. Murray Gla¬ 
zier saM two centres would 
not compete, since a Vancou¬ 
ver centre would be Kaled to 
the number of hotel and 
motel rooms available, and 
would be on a much larger 
scale than anything proposed 
for Victoria. 

“Our facility has to recog¬ 


nize the reality of hotel ac¬ 
commodation In this city, and 
take advantage of vrhatever 
unique things we can discov¬ 
er or develop as an adjunct to 
meetings here,” Glazier said. 
“1 like the Idea of the minis¬ 
ter (BawlO of involving the 
arts and combining that with 
the Museum and probably the 
Crystal Garden.” 

Said Mika; “I think that 
whatever is done in Vancou¬ 
ver on a major scale will 
have a very serious impact 
on what we are contem^at- 
Ing. 

“Bawlf and yourself should 
have an eyebail-to-eyeball 
lunch or talk or whatever 
because in talking about 
erecting a major building for 
a convention centre we need 
to have some assurance that 
the market isn’t going to be 
taken sway from us if we get 
data which shows a market U 
there.” 


The region should have an 
understanding before putting 
money Into studies becau.se if 
the provincial government is 
determined to back a Van¬ 
couver scheme, “we should 
be pulling in our horns.” 

Glazier pointed out that the 
federal government has re¬ 
cently announced a new 
grant program which will

Many people believe that mining in B C consists mainly of extractine 
ores from the ground and producing mineral concentrate for export to 
foreign markets. But there's also a good deal of secondary processing 
within our province-in fact many thousands of people are now 
employed In this “other side" of B.C.'s mining Industry. 

A major centre for secondary Inineral processing Is located In the City of 
Trail. Here, at the giant Coroinco operation, mineral concentrate from many 
sources Is converted into lead, zinc and other finished metals while a 
by-product of metal production is used to produce chemical fertilizers. 

An important source of concentrate for Trail is the Sullivan Mine at 
Kimberley . but concentrate is also received from over 20 other B.C. mines, 
from Pine Point in the Northwest Territories and from other world sources. 
This Canadian-ownc|d operation provides direct employment for nearly 
4,000 people, and indirectly supports many thousands of others. 

B C. IS also an important producer of aluminums The Alcan smelter at 
Kitimat has a capacity of 300.000 tone of finished aluminum yearly, for sale 
both within Canada and abroad More than 2.500 peopleiare employed 
at this operation and. as with the Trail plant thousands more depend 
on activity at Alcan for their livelihood 

The plants of Cominco at Trail and Alcan at Kitimat are major centres 
for secondary mineral processing-but there are also other such operations 
within British Columbia. At Afton near Kamloops, for example, B.Q.'s 
first modem copper smelter began operating during 1977. 

The export of mineral concentrate to foreign nations win continue to be 
an important part of B.Cs mining activity. But secondary processing win 
play an increasingly prominent role In years to come. It's all part of the 
process of development which makes mining a vital economic force 
m Brltleh Columbia. ”

During tba Aral half of the proacnt 
century, aialata and rhododondrona 
could bu grown hi aO the couaUl aoc- 
tioua of Britlah ColanUa with almoat 
eo tp loto fraadOM from dlaoiao of paat 
damaga. 

Gradually, though, alnca aronad 
itM. rfaododandron afflletlona have 
bean on the Incraaae. I airppoaa one 
raaaoa la the bKreaaIng polarity of 
tbeaa lovely ahruba, and wM the Im¬ 
porting of aew varledaa, wo have alao 
Import the paraaltea, Infactlona and 
natural awemlea of the rhododendron 
Mbe. 

One of the moat common of theae b a 
funm lafectloa known aa Bud Blaat, 
anu the firat aympioma la he noted are 
b lQa a e m hnda that fall to open. 

If Iheie reluctant buda are examined 
cloeaiy, they are tound to be brown or 
grey ■ oelar, pad a magnifying glaaa 
will reveal tii9 bUck-knoblM, balr-llke 
atalka which contain the Infecting 
aporna of the fungna. 

Uka cancer In hununa, thia trouble 
It not tee difficult to deal wtth If It la 
iHagneaed and treated In Ita very early 
atagea. And again aa with cancer, 
prompt and draaiic aurgery la the 
aaawer to thia threat. 

The apread of the tnlbction uauaily 


takea place In July and Angnat when the 
diaeaae aporea are releaaed — In much 
the aama way aa a aend pod acattera Ua 
aeeda — to Infect new terminal flower 
buda and leaf buda, not only on your own 
buahea but, floating an currmta of air, 
to rhododendrons la other people's 
gardens too. 

It follows, then, if all unopened buda 
on aprlng-bloomtng rhododendrons are 
cut away and consigned to the Incinera¬ 
tor before Dominion Day, the disease 
ran be stopped dead In Ita tracks, fust to 
be on the safe aide, though, h la tound 
practice to spray, after pruning, with a 
rose or fruit tree spray that contains a 
good fungicide u one of Its ingredients 

Spots and Motches on the leaves are 
not neceaaarily caused by disease, for 
poor root action due~to unsuitable toil or 
poor drainage can mar the leaves; so 
can certain Insect peata. However, there 
are teveial fungus Infectlona that be¬ 
tray their presence first on the leaves. 

Brown spots with greylah-whlte 
centres are ttrmptomt of a disease 
known as Peatalotia, while another 
fungus, Lopbodermium, causes lager 
sllsery-grey damaged areas with red¬ 
dish margins. 

Fortunately, both these Infections 
can be controlled quite easily by the

prompt removal and burning of the 
affected leaves. 

The key word here It, of come, 
“prompt." for to few gardeners can be 
Induced to take ImimNlItte actlen to 
prevem the apread of lafectlon. 

We alt around hoping the trooMe wilt 
go away of Its own accord, srWch H 
never does. And In the mesnttme, the 
microscopic fungus “pitalt'’ are proli¬ 
ferating on the diteaaed leaves, catting 
forth their airborne diaeaae spores to 
Infect other parts of the plant aiul other 
plants in other gardens. 

One hard lesson I had to leant very 
early in my gardening career it this: a 
brown spot on a leaf will never go away 
— It caa only spread or get bigger. 

And even if the disease caa be halted 
dead la its tracks, tba Mcmiah on that 
leaf will persist u long aa that leaf 
lives, like the pock marlu of smallpox. 

If tUa basic fact la kept (Irmly In 
mind — a marred leaf never makn a 
comeback —you'll find It a lot easier to 
harden your heart and deal firmly and 
promptly with plant diseases in their 
early stages. 

liiis applies not only to rhododen 
dmns but to all manner of outdoor and 
indoor plants.

Salt-water fish 
epicurean delight 


Poultry hit 
for outside 
barbecues 

OTTAWA (CP) — With prices of steak and bam 
burger currently running high, the food advleory 
divlaloB of Agrl^utre Canada tuggesM that outdoor 
cooking buffs use poultry Instead. 

For barbacuc grilling, use halves, quarters or 
small placet of ebkiien or turkey brollcri, the dhrlilon 
suggaets in a aaws relaase. 

Brush Hberally with oil and sprinkle whh siH. 
peptwr and paprika. Place skin-down on greased grill 
about three In^s from coals. Brown each tide about 
three minutes. 

Ilw lood advisers suggest raising the grill another 
two inches and turning the meat often to avoid tcorch- 
lag. Butt lightly vHb ell after each turning. ' 

"The mut will be done when It it fork-tender and 
pulls twty Msily from the bone," the release slites. 
"A quarter chicken requires about 10 to U minutes; 
bell a chicken, M to U minnes; turkey drumstick or 
(high, 40 to SO minutes or half a turkey, I'A to I'A 
hours." 

Instead of grilliag. you may want to try your hand 
at ipit'harhecuing either cMcken or small turkey 
broilers. 

"Tl^ trick It to balance the meat so the spi| can 
turn evenly. To do tUs, centre the bird as best you can 
betwun the Ibihs of the rotlsserte. Lower the spit until 
the Wrd is four inches from the coils before starting 
Ibe motor. 

"Halfway through cooking time, raise the spit 
another Inch. A thr^pound chicken should cook In 
■bout hours. Six- U> lO-pound turkeys will uke 
about three to five hours."

In the Hungarian town 
where I grew up. we went to 
the farmer's market to buy 
vegetables, poultry, and fUb 
once every week. 

There stood the fisher¬ 
men’s wives behind the 
slanda wHb fish caught by 
their husbands that very 
morning 

Al that time, while knowing 
how to cook many kinds of 
salt-water fish. I never 
thought of salt-water fish as 
being used (or eating. Bui 
later, when I lived In Vienna, 
we had a choice lo buy either 
one. 

There was a huge salt¬ 
water fish market in our 
neighborhood, and I soon dis¬ 
covered that properly pre¬ 
pared salt-water Gsb is near¬ 
ly as delicious as fresh water 
fish. 

I followed the recipes of the 
experienced cooks of the fam¬ 
ily and the following method 
of cooking salt-water (ish be¬ 
came my favorite and still is. 

You may use any kind of 
fish fillet. Recently I've de¬ 
cided I like pollock best, but I 
also u.se haddock or cod and If 
I feel like splurging 1 buy 
lemon sole. 

Preptiration method Is (he 
same for whichever flsh you 
choose, but baking lime dif¬ 
fers greatly. CM. having the 
hardest flesh, lakes longest, 
about 30 to 13 minutes: then 
down the scale come had- 
dock, pollock, and finally 
lemon sole, which Is cooked 
in II to 13 minutes. 


Next to steamed (Ish, which 
1 think cannot be excelled for 
preserving (he dellcala natu¬ 
ral flavor, comes baked flsh. 
And In baking there Is less 
danger that the fillets will fall 
apart If you overcook. 

Overcooking is the thing to 
avoid In flah cookery. If you 
overcook boiled flsh it loses 
Its taste. If yon bake or broil 
flsh loo long it will be dry.

And at the 
end it got away. 

"The ffkk won fair and 
square,” Captain John Swee¬ 
twater of the Ebb Tide, ra¬ 
dioed to the Monlauk marine 
basin Friday night after, he 
said, his tO-fool wooden boat 
was dragged for almost It 
hours by a shark 

During the lung day. the 
fish had been described as 
being from six to 13 metres 
long and weighing from 2 . 0 M 
to 8.000 pounds. 

Sweetwater said his son 
Jimmy sunk a harpoon into 
"a very, very big white" at 
about 7 a.m. 

The end came when the big 
fish, which had surfaced only 
twice during the fight, 
snapped a I.OiO-pound test 
line attached to the harpoon. 

The fish got away, Swee¬ 
twater said, when the boat 
was to kilometres south of 
Montauk Point at Ihe eastern 
lip of Long Island, about IS 
kilometres from where Ihe 
fish was first sighted, and the 
men on board were man- 
ouevring the boat so the fish 
could be killed. 

While there was no inde¬ 
pendent confirmation of Ihe 
harpooning, tbera seemed to

The latest, until 
next Dec. 13. is to give the 
province the opportunity to 
appeal the decision through 
the courts. 

A main point In Ihe argu 
ment for the E&N is that 
CP Rail is bound by historical 
agreement to provide contin¬ 
ual passenger service in re 
turn fur enormous land and 
mineral grants. Another is 
that CP Rail has not tried to 
make It a paying serv ice. 

Meanwhile. VIA Rail—a 
federal creation of recent 
times—has gradually been 
taking over responsibility fur 
all rail pavsenger service in 
the country. 

The responsibility for rates 
went into effect with the June 
13 changes elsewhere. 

Cooper says CP, unlike CN. 
has yet to relinquish all its 
operations to VIA. 

"But even so. they were 
■mly luo happy to go along 
with the new rales structure 
every where else.

A historical 
plaque had been unveiled at the village of Torbay, 
near the St. John's airport. Thursday nighi 

A board official in Ottawa said 17 board members 
and some associates were flying lo St. Anthony 
Friday in three different aircraft. 

The Beech HO aircraft, with eight passengers and 
two crew members aboard, came down on a heavily 
wooded hill about eight kilometres northwest of Ihe 
St. John's airport shortly after takeoff Friday. 

RCMP said names of the victims and further 
details would be released Ihis morning. 

Northern Affairs Minister Hugh Faulkner, w hose 
department has jorisdiction over the board, ex¬ 
pressed "deepest sorrow " over the crash in a 
statement from London. England, where he is visit¬ 
ing.

OTTAWA (CP) — Canadian prisoners will become 
eligible for early release from penitentiary only through 
haid work and good behavior, beginning July I. 

Prisoners will no longer be automatically credited with 
one-quarter of their sentence, but will have to earn all 
remission. Solicitor-General Jean-Jacques Bluiv announced 
Friday. 

The new Prisons and Reformatories Act has been pro 
claimed and will become law July I. Blais »aid in a news 
release. The act was adopted by Parliament last summer 

Under the new earned remission system, prisoners must 
earn all credits towards early release on parole. An Identi 
cal system will be Instituted In provincial reformatories 

Prisoners will earn 13 days for every month served 
"during which they apply themselves industriously " Ihe 
news release said. 

They can earn a maximum credit of one third of their 
sentence, and will forfeit the credit Irrevocably fur miscon¬ 
duct. 

"With the best possible conduct and Industriousncss. an 
inmate could be released after serving about twu-ihirds of 
his sentence," Blais said. 

The old law required that prisoners automatically be 
credited with one-quarter of their sentence. Those who 
received this credit will keep It under (he new system, but it 
can be forfeited for misconduct

^Threatened' 
federal union 
courts locals

Canada'a third largest union, representing llU.OOS 
federal employeca. appears to be headed at lung last to¬ 
ward marriage with the graasroots iabor movement. 

To some veterans of the labor Kene. It has all the 
appearances of a successful courtship between the kid 
from the other side of the tracks and the proper young 
lady from the mansion on the hill. 

Until DOW the Public Service Alliance of Canada has 
chosen to associate only with the major labor alructure. 
the Canadian Labor Congress. 

But all of that Is changing, as is the decorum of the 
PSAC. 

The union sees itself and other public sector unions 
being threatened by dangerous new government atti¬ 
tudes and pracMces. and Is busily digging In to fight a 
number of battles. To do to. it sees a ne^ for much closer 
relationship with the labor movement as a whole—pa^ 
ticularly since the labor movement has been rally¬ 
ing to the cause of the PSAC. 

The pew mood Is ovident ht men like regional PSAC rep¬ 
resentative John Hart, who says propo^ BUI C-28 has 
not been abandoned by Ottawa and Is still very muck 
of a threat to the future of the uukMi itself. 

"For the very first dme." Hart said Thursday, "our 
members are really upset. They’re afraid for thdr Jobe 
because of Bill C-2g. and they're Just not going to let It 
happen." 

The bill, aimed at changes In the staff bargaining sys¬ 
tem. is Just one of many issues that have prompted 
' PSAC president Andy Stewart to call on his far-flung union 
locals to affiliate without delay with various provincial 
labor {adorations and local labor councils. 

Taking the lead from Stewart, the Victoria Labor 
Council is about to InvHe the various PSAC locals in the 
area to affiliate. 

The council has made similar overtures in the past, but 
the PSAC has not been in a responsive mood. 

This lime, however, the big public service union isn't 
waiting for the suitor to come calling. 

"I'm already calling upon all our locals on Vancouver 
Island to affiliate with the B.C. Federation of Labor and 
the local labor councils," Han said. 

That would have more impact in Victoria alone than 
most people realize. There arc no fewer than 2t PSAC 
locals in the area. They would add roughly 3,300 members 
to the 17,000-member Victoria Labor Council. 

Where Vancouver Island is concerned, there are 31 
locals with about 7.000 PSAC members. 

The nev militancy is being breathed into the formerly 
docile union from the lop. and already a number of things 
are happening. 

As a whole, the PSAC is fighting Bill C-28. the con¬ 
tracting out of work and any politicians who might get in 
the way. and is conducting a campaign to bring an indexed 
pension plan to all Canadians. 

There Is also possible change on the way for the 
structure of the big union, something that has been 
fought for over the years by individualisLs like Gordon 
Campbell, vice-president of the union's Victoria council. 

Because of membership pressure, the union has ap¬ 
pointed a committee to cross the country and listen to » hat 
the grassroots has to say. 

The unionis second-ranking officer, first vice-president 
Bill Doherty, was in Victoria this week for a special meet¬ 
ing With the area council, and conceded that there i.s .some 
belief that bargaining should be given more strength at 
the local level. 

> Hart says the union has resisted affiliation with the 
labor movement at the local level In the past simply be¬ 
cause It Is governed by the strict laws of the Public Ser¬ 
vice Staff Relations Act and members fell they wouldn't 
be able to take part In some of the actions of other unions, 
which have more freedom under federal and provincial 
labor codes. 

For one thing, the act stipulates that members of one 
PSAC bargaining group must ignore picket lines of other 
PSAC bargaining groups. It also designates some em¬ 
ployees as essential and forbids strike action on their 
part. 

The feeling was. Hart says, that .sooner or later the 
PSAC members would have been asked to do something by 
the regular labor movement "that our people wouldn't be 
able to do." 

He says the first real test of some of the Public Service 
Staff Relations Act laws came during a 1974 trades¬ 
man strike In Victoria. Several members were fined, and 
since their cases were treated as summary convictions, 
they have criminal records. 

Another new move on the part of the union is to seek 
pardons through the federal Justice department for tie 
members involved. 

Hart says the contracting out issue has became a major 
target area lor the union, as it has for numerous other 
unions. 

"Contracting out of work from the public service is a 
disease reaching epidemic proportions.” he says. 

He and other union officials say it will be used to aid 
“friends of the party in power." 

"It is patronage of the worst kind"

Waste incineration prontahle? 


Energy recovery eyed at Nanaimo 


By DONNA BEMEB 


NANAIMO — A first, tenia 
live step toward the Idea of 
Energy recovery from waste 
kicineratioa has been taken 
By the Nanaimo Regional 
District. 

The public works commit¬ 
tee of the region has been 
asked to come up with a reso- 
kilion outlining steps to be 
taken to investigate the feasi¬ 
bility of the idea of incinerat¬ 
ing the region's solid waste at 
Duke Point and selling the 
energy recovered. 

-* A report prepared by Ker 
Priestman and Associates 
Ltd. consulting engineering 
Brm from Victoria, says the 
region could break even on 
the tt.l millloo project by 
1990, If there Is a market tor 
the energy. 

But without the market, the 
regional board was told, the 
project would be too costly. 

The consulting engineers 
told regional directors that 
some decision on the future of 
(be region's solid waste dis¬ 
posal will have to be made 
before the regh» runs out of 
room at its Cedar dump in 
about l|ve years. 

The board Thursday night 
Instructed the public works 
committee to draw up a reso¬ 
lution that will outline the 
Steps which should be taken 
now to establish the ftasiWI- 
ity of the Duke Point plant. 

That resolution will be 
voted on at a regional board 
meeting next month. 

To be Investigated in addi¬ 
tion to the market (or the 
energy will be the availabil¬ 
ity M federal and provincial 
grants and the fMlings of the 
provincial pollution constrol 
branch about the need (or 
emission control for the 
project 

Consulting engineer for 
Ker Priestman, Al Day, told 
the board that his firm had 
looked at several alternatives 
(or the region to replace the 
Cedar landfill site. 

One would be to Improve 
tht StOge ration by sanitary 

The others Involved incin¬ 
eration with or without recov¬ 
ery. 

In addition to recovering 
energy bom an Incineration 
operatloa. the region could 
consider recycling such ma¬ 
terial as glass, metal and 
newspapers. 

Bat because the market (or 
recyelad goods is not on Van¬ 
couver Island, Day said. It Is 
more economical to use 


newspapers, lor instance, for 
energy than to ship them to a 
market. 

An incineration operation 
at Duke Point could use wood 
waste to supplement the gar¬ 
bage which would be burned. 

The project would involve 
the entire region with the 
Cedar, as well as the Parks- 


ville and Qualicum dumps 
being retirtd. 

Solid waste from the 
Parksville-Qualicum area 
would be delivered to a trans¬ 
fer station and then trucked 
to the Incineration plant. 

The Incineration project 
would be unique In western 
Canada, Day said, but the 


regioH must look at the idea 
because jt does not have any 
suitable landfill sites avail¬ 
able. 

Alex Virostko, chairman of 
the region’s public works 
committee, confirmed Day's 
remarks about the lack of 
landfill sites. 

“I have looked all around 


this countryside (or a landfill 
site. Let me know If you find a 
site with 100 acres where we 
can get a permit." 

He said that recycling now 
would relieve the pressure on 
the Cedar dump and perhaps 
delay somewhat the decision 
which must be made before 
the five years are up. 


"But somewhere down the 
line, we're going to have to 
make a much more serious 
decision.” 

Ker Priestman engineer 
Doug Wylie said the report 
was simply a preliminary 
one, and that there could be 
many variations on the sug¬ 
gest arrangements. 


For instance, he said, al¬ 
though the report suggests 
the region build the plant and 
operate it. selling the energy 
to the Duke Point Industries. 
It would even be possible that 
the Industries could build the 
plant and buy the waste from 
the region.

NANAIMO — Petroglyphs and Picto- 
graphs of British Columbia Is the title of the 
most recent exhibition to arrive at Mala¬ 
spina College's Madrons Exhibition Centre. 

The new show, which runs from June 23 to 
Aug. it, comes to Nanaimo from the Provin¬ 
cial Museum In Victoria and consists of a 
display of more than 30 color photographs 
illustrating various aspects of petroglyphs 
and pictographs with details as to their 
location, condition, characteristics and de¬ 
signs. 

The exhibition also includes a three-di¬ 
mensional cast of a petroglypb entitled 
The Man Who Fell From The S^.

For those who have not been exposed to 
petroglyphs or pictographs, it’s worth noting 
that a petroglyph Is a dnign carved on rock 
while a picto^ph It a design that has been 
painted on rock. 

Both can be teen at many different altes 
throughout the province but little it known of 
their origins or meaning. Some designs are 
very old while others are quite recent 
and some are known to have myths asso- 
clated with them. 

At the moment the Provincial Museum is

Day pointed out that while 
on the one hand directors are 
talking about waDting,to be 
sure the Incineratioo with en¬ 
ergy recovery will break 
even, they have to remember 
the region will soon be (breed 
to look at one of the solid 
waste dispaeal alteruatlyes.

ST. JOHN'S, Nfld. (CP) — Most of the 10 people 
killed Friday in the crash of an aircraft near the St. 
John's airport were members of the Historic Sites and 
Monuments Board of Canada, the transport ministry 
in Ottawa said Friday. ■< 

Their chartered twin-engine Beech 80 aircraft 
wa.s flying to St, Anthony. Nfld., where the board 
aiembers were to participate in a ceremony'St L'Anse 
aux Meadows, believed to be the site of the first 
Viking settlement in North America. A hi.storical 
plaque had been unveiled at the village of Torbay, 
near the St. John's airport. Thursday night. 

A board official in Ottawa said 17 board members 
and some associates were flying to St. Anthony 
Friday In three different aircraft. 

The Beech 80 aircraft, with eight passengers and 
two crew members aboard, came down on a heavily 
wiMided hill about eight kilometres northwest of the 
.St. John's airport shortly after takeoff Friday. 

RCMP said names of the victims and further 
det&ila wxtuld b* released fhia morning. 

Norlhem Affairs Minister Hugh Faulkner, whose 
department has jurisdirtion over the board, ex¬ 
pressed "deepest sorrow" over the crash In a 
statement from London. England, where he Is visit¬ 
ing.

Tough parole 
starts July 1 

OTTAWA (CP) — Canadian prisoners will become 
eligible for eariy release from penitentiary only through 
hard work and good behavior, beginning July I. 

Prisoners will no longer be automatically credited with 
one-quarter of their sentence, but will have to earn all 
remission. Solicitor-General Jean-Jacques Blais announced 
Friday. 

The new Prisons and Reformatories Act has been pro¬ 
claimed and will become law July I. Blais said in a new-s 
release. The act was adopted by Parliament last summer. 

Under the new earned remission system, prisoners roust 
earn all credita towards early release on parole. An identi 
cal system will be instituted in provincial reformatories 

Prisoners will ram IS days (nr every month served 
" during which they apply themselves Industriously ," the 
news release said. 

They can earn a maximum credit of one-third of their 
sentence, and will forfeit the credit Irrevocably for miscon¬ 
duct. 

" With the best possible conduct and industriousness, an 
inmate could be released after sen ing about two-thirds of 
his sentence,” Blais said. 

The old law required that prisoners automatically be 
credited with one-quarter of their sentence "Those who 
received this credit will keep It under the new system, but it 
can be forfeited for miscondik-t.

"This is a pretty substan¬ 
tial commitment 1^ the gov¬ 
ernment for a convention 
centre which would simply 
knock our chances of having 
a worthwhile centre doem to 
lilch." 

After making his proposal 
to the city of Vancouver, 
Mika saM, Bawlf had gone to 
the region vrith a proposal for 
an arts festival and conven¬ 
tion centre but without any 
definite financial support. 

"I think it Is obvious that 
we cannot have two major 
conventioo centres eampet- 
ing srith each othar brithin 
tbu very short distance.” 

Victo^ AM. Murray Gla¬ 
zier said tnro centres would 
not compete, since a Vancou¬ 
ver centre srould be scaled to 
the number of hotel and 
motel rooms available, and 
wouM be on a much larger 
scale than anything proposed 
for Victoria. 

"Our facility has to recog¬ 


nize the reality of hotel ac¬ 
commodation in this city, and 
taka advanugo of srhatever 
unique things we can discov¬ 
er or develop as an adjunct to 
meetings here,” Glazier saM.

There are already large 
cuts through the spit and 
protective pilings placed 
there about 38 years ago are 
nearly gone. 

Residents had asked lor at 
least 23,0W yards of 12-inch 
cobble and l.oeo tons of large 
blasted rip-rap on the west 
bbach within the first 1,400 
feet of the spit to prevent any 
immediate disaster, which 
they predicted would come 
with the first combination of 
high tide and high wind. 

The government’s letter 
dM not deal with a further 
request from residents to 
have something done about 
the governmaat dock, which 
they saM was a diaaster area. 

Beats there are docked tour 
and live deep without piped 
water tor sanitary uae or nre 
protection.

There’s t great appeal to living In trees (something 
to do with our origins no doubt): te number of tree- 
houses, either shanty structures nailed together by ener¬ 
getic chlldm or mtaiatnie cabins lovingly built to Iheir 
bthen. bear witness to te tree-dwelling urge that never 
quite vanishes even In adulthood. 

Think of te magnificent tree-house In Swiss Family 
Robinson, or te treedwelllag elves In lord of the Rings. 
Even te ()tiangle Wangle lived In te Crumpetty tree. 
The advantages are obvious: private, airy, disturtingly 
far from te ground perhaps, but unlike Jh-storey apart¬ 
ment blacks, still ckM to nature. 

So Up late Tree, te title of Margaret Atwood’s first 
book for children and where her boy aad girl live, has a 
fimdamental appeal.

Like Unitarians 

Because they have always been so 
pnebe and open about what it b they do 
mi beUeve b. socialist parties have 
been fine sdbl^ for study. How, for 
eiamplr, dees one study the Liberal 
party when afl the things It b are tacked 
away behind the enihs of eaUnel secre 
cy* As Bsbert FaHard once wrote, the ^ 
Liheral party Is Ilka the UalMrlan 
rhnrrh. It demands no professloa ef 
belief, only attendance. Amorphous 
grettos af peoota wha wash beck and 
forth b the wake of their taaders are net 
as neat a subject lor esamiaatioa. 

Reas licCennack provides a solid 
acndcaolc foundation for the student of 
the left b Canada. Bb book deab with 
radicalbm b Western Canada, but 
there b a goad ease to be made for the 
view that b Canada the real radicai 
rasls are b the West llaay b B.C. 
wfl ncaB thaaa men and women who 
brmad the cats af the SecUUst Party of 
Canada bBXi,,iaeh as J.W. Hawtbm- 
bwalto and Parker WUUams, who were 
clacosd to the tagblatara by lha Nanai 
me miners b UM, 1M7 and UM. They 
were erthedei Harxlsta but shrewd 
dcctersl peiitlelaas as well. Others 
same nets wen b at the 
ef the OCF, which occurred 
lan the period covered 
by ftoisrmers. Baheb and Rtvolutkm- 
arise bat It was r ad ic a h like Wallb 
Lefsnax and Enb Whtoh, to name but 
two, wha gave to the B.C wing of the 
car Ms cevolulbaary eon. To under¬ 
stand the penlsteace of the radical left

la B.C. politics. It It essential 
to undersUnd the period McCerraack 
describes te thorou^ly. 

Ivan Avakumovie offers a survey of 
the whole hbtory of democratic social¬ 
ism b Canada, beginaing In the UMs 
and bringing the story up la the etac- 
tioos of ivn. It too b a solid stu^ but. 
obviously, b not as deUlled as kicCor 
mack and b therefore an excellent 
guide to the democratic left for the 
general reader. Foltawing the fortunes 
of the SPC, the CCF and the NDP at 
Avakumovie does, provides useful per¬ 
spectives. For one thing. It b not diftl- 
cult to tee how the centre-left position of 
these groups has been gradually 
usurped by the parties of the traditional 
right. For another, H b clear that u lha 
CCF and the NDP became more caught 
up la the struggle te win power and. 
provincially, stay in power, Ideotagical 
strategtas gave way to electoral tactics. 

Thb did not mean that socialism was 
discarded, H was always there, In the 
bottom of the trunk, like a lavender 
sachet: the aroma grew less overpower¬ 
ing as the Uyers of each elecllaa's 
costume were added, but the scent lin¬ 
gered on every item Just the same. For 
the oidlimers each OCF and NDP con¬ 
vention was aa opportunity to go rum¬ 
maging about to grt closer to the source. 
In between the leaders kept the windows 
open. And this, according to Avakumo- 
vic,b a successful policy, for by looking 
less fearsome the NDP gains accep¬ 
tance; by gaining acceptance it threa¬ 
tens the Uberab who move left to meet 
the challef«e and find themselves ad- 
mlnbterlng polictas that demand skills 
that are "alien to the majority of 
suunch Liberab and Conservatives.” 

Normaa Penner's analysb of the left 
onres much to hb Inside knowledge of 
the Communist party In Canada. But for 


all that hb conclusions are not too dif¬ 
ferent from Avakumovie. Pointing out 
some ef the roob of Canadian socialism, 
Penner suggests that "the OCF became 
a vbbla and important political force 
when It became Canadian, when it over¬ 
came the tendency of the early soclal- 
bb to make abntract and doctrinaire 
prononneemeob and beun to study Ca¬ 
nadian hbtory, poilticai economy, and 
constitutional law. Into which it Infused 
a socialist Ideology.” 

What Penner does that Avakumovie 
does not, b examine the revolutionary 
strands In Canadian socialism by look¬ 
ing at the Communist Party of Canada, 
tracing lb origin and lb interaction 
with the OCF and organized labor. It b a 
sympathetic account and one which 
gives the CPC more credit ibaa is 
due for lb positive impact on the CCF. 
He says remarkably Utile about the 
Labor Progressive Party, which was 
the reincarnation of the Communist 
party in IMl that, with the blessing ef 
the Liberal party, served to bleed off 
support that would otherwise have gone 
to the CCF, thereby saving seab for the 
Liberab. 

Recorded for CBC 

Penner b a shrewd analyst neverthe¬ 
less, and while hb account b not as 
complete as that of Avakumovie, at 
least where the CCF/NDP are con¬ 
cerned, It b a competent and useful 
Introduction to the mora radical side of 
socialbm in Canada. 

Tim Buck's reminiscences were re¬ 
corded for the CBC in INL He was then 
entering that phase in politicians' lives 
that, regardless of their poUtkal cotara- 
tioa, entilles them to tome respect. Ten 
years earlier It b doubtful If even the 
National Film Board would have paid

much allenlion to Buck. Buck was a 
determined lltUe man who managed to 
^ convert what would otherwise have 
been a duU and tedious Ufa Into an 
Interesting one by becoming a commu- 
nlst and sticking with It through thick 
and Ihla. As a result be was interrtewed 
by the CBC, got a lot ef nifty trips to 
Russia and met a tat of world taaders 
who, one feeb certain, must have felt 
bleak about the prospect of revolu¬ 
tion In Canada after an hour or two with 
Comrade Burk. 

It b easy to score off the Communist 
party la Canada — almost as easy as It 
b to make fUn of the Maoist variety, the 
CPC Uarxbt-Lenlnbt. But there is no 
denying the Impart that the small band 
of (Micated IdMiogues had on politics 
la Canada and on the labor movement 
particularly. Equally, Burk, as leader 
for so long, must surely have played a 
signal role la It all. , 

Yet from these reminiscences one 
wU] learn Httle about things of Impor¬ 
tance. One will learn only what Buck 
chose to remember, and he was a man 
of choosy memory. Indeed, to have 
stayed with the party through all of its 
gyrations when those of sterner intel¬ 
lectual stuff like the redoubtable J. B. 
Salsberg of Toronto had thrown In 
the sponge over Budapest and Prague, 
b Indicative of some kind of inner cow¬ 
ardice. 

Cerialnly as far as the democratic 
left In Canada b concerned. Buck must 
^ take the blame for hamstringing the 
CCF In the IMS electtan and thereby 
shoring up those friends of tbs proles, 
Mackenzie King's Liberal party. No 
mentioo of thb. of course, and a tat of 
lies about the CCF Into the bargain. 

Not been easy 

In a curious kind of way. people like 
Buck w1w threw themselves so whole¬ 
heartedly and blindly Into the Commu- 
nbt party — or any party I suppose — 
were really not working their tedious 
souls out for the people, they were really 
self-serving. By accepting every' pro¬ 
nouncement from Moscow. Buck was 
saving himself from the anguish of 
making up hb owm mind. Equally, dur¬ 
ing the SiMnish civil war. Buck strongly 
supported the Mackenzie-Papineau bat¬ 
talion, and even went to Spain himself— 
but only for a few months and then only 
as aa observer. The book b titled Vours 
in the Struggle. One suspects the strug¬ 
gle was to avoid faring the truth about 
himself and reality. 

It's difficult to Imagine summer 
beaches filled with tanning bodies read¬ 
ing any of these four books, and that's a 
shame. Much of our politics today has 
been shaped by the determination and 
persistence of those on the Canadian 
left. Compare, for a moment, the level 
of social service and kind and degree of 
state Involvement la Canadian aBairt 
with that one observes in the United 
States, and one will quickly see the 
measure of difference between a coun¬ 
try which has had a viable and signifi¬ 
cant socialist presence in Its politics and 
one that has not. 

It hasn't been easy for the left — both 
the democratic and revolutionary so- 
cUlbts did their stinu in Jail and the 
RCMP (whose shallow zeal in providing 
our security b one of the belter Mack 
Jokes) still haunb the lives of some — 
even though some have found the tribu¬ 
lation part of their personal reward. 
But, admit It or not, Mr. and 
Mrs. Backyard Barbecue and Fibreg¬ 
lass Winnetogo, we are all In their deM. 
Their story b fascinating and, with the 
exception of Tim Buck's recollections, 
well told In these books. 
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Everyone Is faced at Intervils with 
the need to grapple with a myriad of 
Johs which have been sMellned in favor 
of more pressing work, but this is a 
situation which faces the book reviewer 
all the time because he Is constantly 
compelled to revise priorities. When the 
bacUog becomes daunting, and there 
arises the danger of some books being 
permanently i^red, one sointion Is to 
cram several brief reviews into a single 
ctriumn, and that Is what I am going to 
do today. 

Of the following half-a-dozen books 
the one which gave me most pleasure 
was The Only Way To Croaa, by John 
Maxtone-Gralum, originally pobiished 
In 1972 an4 now avallaUo In large-ior- 
mat paperback (Colller-Macmillan; 
19 . 95 ). 

This is a comprehensive history of 
the golden era of the great Atlantic 
express liners from the Mauretania to 
the France and the Queen Elizabeth 2. It 
Is more than a history. It Is a lively and 
loving tribute to the floating palaces 
which, before the airlines put them out 
of business, ensured that “getting them 
was half tte fun.” 

In this richly illustrated ami splen¬ 
didly evocaUvo book tha author pro- 
vidm. Is additloa to what you'd expMt, 
technical details, glimpses of the poor 
European Imml^nts travelling steer¬ 
age to the Promised Land, and a host of 
unexpected and little-known bets. 

Thoroughly enjoyable, and Arequent- 
ly very movl^ tto aostolgic yet taltb- 
fol re-crcatloo of life abonrt the giant 
express Users Is written with verve and 
charm and I can think af no bettor 
summertime reading for anyone who 
wasted to discover — or rediscover — a 
more leisurely past.

WALT KELLYTHOntM 

Before he was killed by se¬ 
curity police In September 
1977, Bantu Stephen BIko 
(“Veesaw" In XMsa) was 
black South Africa's most 
Important leader. Biko, by 
his exiled friend Donald 
Woods, Is a loving memoir of 
the man and a Mistering In- 
dictmeot of the men and the 
system that murdered him. 

“I could write eadleis thou¬ 
sands of words about Steve's 
qualities as a man,” Woods 
says. 

Here be confines himself to 
selected memories of his own 
and others' which Immedi¬ 
ately give us Steve Biko: a 
man with a sharp Intelligence 
and gentle kindness that was 
entirely free of personal 
hatred for his people's op- 

& ressors. Strikingly, it's 
iko’s sense of humor that Is

the victims of Apartheid. 

Throughout bis short ca¬ 
reer Biko emphasized that 
Macks must control their osrn 
lives In a society free of the 
racist ethic; that accom¬ 
plished, whites were wel¬ 
come to participate as equals 
In the new society. 

The rest of Donald Woods' 
book Includes a lengthy tran¬ 
script of the Inquest Into 
BIko's death. At the end of tbe 
sickening litany of lies and 
brutality the court rules that 
Steve Biko — like so many of 
his recent follow prisoners —
